At 3:30 in 
the afternoon, Premier Lloyd-George 
opens the debate for ratification of 
the treaty by an explanation of the 
government’s position and the events 
_ leading to the signing of the treaty.

The two factions were busy through- 
out the day in the last minute “noise- 
less” campaigning which. has marked 
the progress of the treaty since its 
signing. Irish army chiefs were par- 
ticularly busy preparing their reports 
on the military situation, which will 
be submitted—probably in secret ses- 
sion—during the debate in the dail. 

The United News learns that these 
reports probably will have great in- | 
fluence on the dail’s vote. 

The city of Dublin itself is quiet, 
waiting with almost fatalistic patience 
for the result of the session. Such fear 
as is expressed is usually that Grif-

Washington, both of whom recently 
returned from Russia, where they 
studied the famine situation for the 
American relief administration, joined 
the commerce secretary in urging that 
a twenty-million dollar appropriation 
be rushed through congress. 

Mr. Hoover estimated it would be 
physically impossible to distribute 
more than 22,000,000 bushels of grain 
in the lower Volga region during the 
next six months, but he contended that 
an effort should be made to place that 
quantity at the disposal of the starving 
population. 

When the secretary stated that pur- 
chase of grain for distribution in Rus- 
sia would afford some relief to Amer- 
ican farmers, Representative Connal- 
ly, democrat, Texas, interrupted with 
a remark that the discussion should 
tbe: confined to the humanitarian side 
of the question. 

Economic Side Proper. 

“I think it is proper,” replied Mr. 
Hoover, “to consider the economic 
phase of this question to determine 
whether we are in position to render 
effective relief. No one has raised 
more emphasis on the humanitarian 
side of this proposition than I do.” 

Mr. Goodrich told the committee 
that every pound of food leaving this 
country for starving Russia would go 
into the mouths of hungry people. The 
soviet government is co-operating to 
the fullest extent with American re- 
lief work, he ndded, and there is no 
danger of its interfering with the dis- 
tribution of supply. 

Gompers Adds Voice. 

“T heard of one man, caught steal- 
ing American food, who was lined up 
against a wall and shot by orders of 
the soviet authorities,” he said. 

Mr. Kellogg reported that millions 
of people were dying in the famine dis- 
tricts of Russia.

George's Proposals. 


The first of these revelations of a 
historic chapter in the Irish negotia- 
tions is Lloyd-George’s initial letter 
to the Ulster premier outlining four 
proposals for consideration—1l, Ire- 
land’s allegiance; 2, Britain’s naval 
security; 3, Ulster’s retention of all 
the powers embraced in the home- 
rile act of 1920; 4, establishment of 
an all-Irish parliament. The premier 
declared that he recognized Ulster’s 
objections, religious, commercial and 
political, and suggested a conference 
on. these issnes to bring about an 
adjustment. He pointed out that if 
Ulster entered the Irish state her con- 
tributions to the empire would be 
voluntary, while if she remained in 
the empire she must bear her share of 
the imperial burdens. Lloyd-George 
also stressed Great Britain’s sacrifice 
in foregoing the right to exact from 
Ireland contributions toward the fu- 
ture imperial expenses. 

In his reply to this letter, Craig 
emphatically rejected the proposal for 
an all-Irish parliament, with the 
words: “Such a parliament is pre- 
cisely what for many years Ulster 
has resisted with every means at her 
disposal. Her detestation of it is in 
no degree diminished.’”’ 


Fears Maladministration. 


Craig emphasized what he declared 
was the anomalous position of Ulster 
which, although anxious to remain in 
the empire and loyal to the king, was 
asked to join Sinn Fein. He said 
that he was certain no “paper safe- 
guards” could protect Ulster against 
maladministration under Sinn Fein, 
and that therefore Ulster would not 
enter any conference involving the 
question of an all-Irish parliament. 

Craig made the counter-proposal 
that Ulster also be accorded the status 
of a dominion, since she would pre- 


imperial parliament than to enter the 
all-[rish body of legislators. 
Lloyd-George, in his reply to this 
letter, rejected the principle of two 
dominion governments in Ireland as 


—Irish, Ulster

Lloyd-George re- 
peated his invitation -to the confer- 
ence, 


Craig Is Firm. 

Thereupon Craig once more replied 
that acceptance of the _ invitation 
would .be dishonest since “under no 
circumstances would Ulster accept a 
t position involving permanent subordi- 
nation to Sinn Fein,” and adding that 
the government’s objections to the 
creation of two dominions applied 
equally to one. 

“But if you force Ulster to leave 
the United Kingdom against the wish- 
es of her people,” he continued, “‘she 
desires to be left in a position to make 
her own fiscal and international pol- 
icy, to conform with the policy of the 
mother-country.” 

An exchange of notes concerning 
Craig’s illness with influenza, with 
which he was attacked at this point, 
followed, Lloyd-George proposing an 
informal conference when Craig had 
recovered. 

The Ulster premier agreed to this 
in a reply dated November 20, but 
Lloyd-George did not answer his ac- 
ceptance until December 5, when he 
anounced that the government and the 
Sinn Fein delegates had signed the 
treaty. of peace.

Chicago, December 13.—Slashing 
extra pay provisions for the first two 
hours of overtime after the regular 
eight hour 
governing railway maintenance of way 
employees, the United States rail- 


hourly wage for common laborers in 
new rules announced tonight to re- 
place the national agreement made un- 
der government control. 

The principle of “eight consecutive 
hours shall constitute a day's work” 
is retained, however, and time and a 
half pay is granted after ten hours’ 
work. 

The new provisions make possible 
a ten-hour day without penalizing the 
railroads which were compelled un- 
der the federal agreement to pay time 
and one-half after eight hours. Prac- 
tically all section gangs work more 
than eight hours a day due to time 
necessary for traveling to and from 
the point of operations and because of 
the seasonal nature of the work mak- 
ing long hours necessary to take ad- 
vantage of good weather. 

Effective December 16. 

The rules become effective Decem- 
ber 16, ‘exactly one year after the 
agreement was made between the Unit- 
the States ailroad administra- 
tion and: the United Brotherhood of 
Maintenance of Way Employees and 
Railroad Shop Laborers. They apply 
on all railroads where agreement has 
not already been reached on rules to 
aupplant the national agreement. 
Many rules had been agreed upon by 
a maiority of roads and in-such cases 
the federal counterparts were re- 
manded for further consideration to 
roads not reaching an agreement. 
These included rules on seniority, pro- 
motion and special service where lo- 
eal conditions were held to govern. 
Wage schedules were eliminated as a 
part of the rules agreement. 

Removal of the two hours’ overtime 
penalty was declared bv lahor hoard 
attaches to eut manv millions of dol- 
lare from the carriers’ annual pav 
rolls. Normally. the new rii‘es noonld 
affect 585.000 men. but at oresent the 
force is considerable Yeas, due to svh- 
normal traffie eonditions and_ also 
to the seasonal nature of the work. 

Caused . Criticism. 

The old national agreement recog- 
nized the ten-hour day: in extra or 
floating gangs of workmen whose em- 
ployment is temporary‘ and seasonal. 
Regular gangs, however, were paid 
overtime after eilght hours, causing 
much criticism, especially from agri- 
cultural sections where farmers (e- 
clared the long hours on the farnua,were 
no inducement compared to sforter 
hours and higher pay on the railroads. 
‘The farmer, therefore, suffered, it 
was contended, both farm and rail- 
road drawing its workers from the 
same class of labor. ' 

Under the new rules, numerous 
changes are made. The number of 
hours work per day may be reduced 
by mutual agreement to avoid reduc- 
ing forces. The roads formerly were 
compelled to pay eight hours wages a 
day for each man employed. Regular 
assignment of Sunday and holiday 
work no longer draws the time and a 
half pay. When called for less than 
a day’s work, however, employees will 
be paid three hours straight time for 
two hours work or less, instead of 
time and a half for the two hours 
and pro rata time thereafter. Extra 
time worked before the regular work 
day begins will draw time and one- 
half as before, but the schedule of 
hours being subject to local agreement, 
such extra pay might be eliminated 
by fixing an earlier beginning time: 

For Traveling Time. 


assignments and traveling in 
cars under the new rules get only 
straight time for eight hours a day, 
including Sundays and holidays. Un- 
der the national agreement they drew 
one-half time for the period between 
10 p. m. and 6 a. m. 

Straight, time will be allowed em- 
ployees traveling in other than outfit 
ears for work hours only. They will 
receive half time for other hours in- 
stead of full time, as under the na- 
tional agreement. Men who work 
through mealtime will hereafter be 
paid straight -time instead of time 
and one-half, being allowed 20 minutes 
extra pay to eat their lunches at the 
first opportunity. 

The board has now completed con- 
sideration of rules covering approxi- 
mately one million railroad employees 
about half of the men employed on 
the railroads of the country.

The farmer must have credit facili- |

The farmer makes his turn over only

;once a year, in many cases not even 


then. ‘The tobacco grower who gets 
his money out of his crop within 
15 months from the time he begins 
to make it is very fortunate. The cot- 
ton planter has his capital tied up 
from early in the spring until the 
following fall and winter. The wheat 
grower must wait almost a year for 
any return. The livestock producer 
is in much worse condition. If he 
is starting in the business and plans 
to build a herd he cannot hope for 
any substantial returns from market- 
ing for: least three, 

‘All thoughtful men who have given 
any study to the farmers’ credit needs 
are agreed that he must have sccom- 
modations or advances that run for 
| from nine months to three years. . This 

service is clearly outside the field 
of the federal reserve system. 
supplied at all it must be done through 
a separate agency. an institution exist- 
ing for no other purpose than to 
finance the operations of the farmer, 
just as the operations of the business 
man are now supported by the credit 
facilities of the federal reserve sys- 


tem. 
Federal Land Bank. 

The federal land bank is very help- 
ful to agriculture but it takes eare 
of permanent investments and supplies 
little if any funds for operations. It 
cannot be amended to furnish money 
on short contracts without complicat- 
ing its transactions and entering a 
field that it was never intended to 
occupy. 

The obvious way to help the farmer 
with credit for his business opera- 
tions is thrgpgh a financial agency 
created for that purpose only and 
with the means and the facilities to 
lend money on contracts longer that 
aré contemplated by the federal re- 
serve act, and shorter than those 
of the federal farm loan system. The 
War Finance corporation as recon- 
stituted by the act of August, 1921, 
is now doing this work in a most sat- 
isfactory fashion. It has already made 
advances to assist agriculture to the 
amount of $160,000,000 and is mak- 
|ing new loans daily. It is supplying 
| needed help to our hard-pressed farm- 
ers in a time of extreme need. 

Emergency Plan. 

The war finance corporation fs only 
an emergency agency. It was created 
to take care of unusual conditions 
arising out of the war and to assist 
the republic in winning the war. The 
revived corporation will cease to make 
advances on the 30th of June. 1922. 
It was revived solely;:to serve farmers 
}and when it dies there is. nothing to 
take its place.

tion of Kirkwood is valid. The de- 
cision came as the end of a contest 
which has been waged for many 
months. Kirkwood iormaity will be 
uuued to Atiauta January 1, lz, 
und it is understood the Kirkwood 
section will become ward 12 of the city 
of Atlanta, having two representa- 
tvies in council and one alderman. 

In its decision Tuesday the supreme 
court upheld the constitutionality of 
the law passed by the legislature of 
1vl extending the city limits of At- 
lanta to include the Kirkwood terri- 
tory. The question was carried to 
the supreme court when Judge John 
b&b. Hutcheson, of the Stone Mountain 
circuit, declined to grant an injunc- 
tion to opponents éf the merger to 
stop the referendum election held on 
the question last September and in 
which supporters of the merger won 
by a large majority. The supreme 
court Tuesday sustained Judge Hutch- 


, eson’s decision. 


Supporters of the move to add Kirk- 
wood to Atlanta expressed much pleas- 
ure over the decision Tuesday while 
erstwhile opponents acquiesced in the 


ruling pledging their support to any 


move that may be made in the future 
for the improvemenc of the general 
community. 


Celebrate Election. 

The election over the merger ques- 
tion was heid in Nirkwood sSeptem- 
ver 28, under authority of the act ot 
the legisiature. Supporters of the 
inerger won by a@ mayurity of approxi- 
wately two to one. ‘They ceievrated 
ine e:ection by parading to the At- 
lunta eity had. While the celebra- 
tion was in progress opponents of the 
merger, headed by R. J. Vavidson, a 
taxpayer,of Kirkwood, worked out 
plans for testing the legality of the 
merger in the courts. 

Atter Judge Hutcheson declined to 
grant the opponents an injunction re- 
straining the people from holding an 
election he allowed the petitioners 
to tiie a bill of exceptions which e1- 
abled them to take the case to the 
supreme court. 

In the bill of exceptions it was 
contended that the act of the legis- 
lature providing for the election on 
the merger was unconstitutional for 
four reasons. First was on the claim 
that the caption of the bill was dif- 
ferent from the subject matter of the 
measure. Second, because the act cre- 
ated a bonded, indebtedness on the city 
of Atlanta for which no provision had 
been made by the ecity of Atlanta. 
‘third, because it created a bonded 
indebtedness on the gity of Atlanta 
without the consent of two-thirds of 
the voters in a bond election. Fourth, 
because the act impaired certain con- 
tractual ohligations of the town of 
Kirkwood in reference to certain bond- 
ed indebtedness of the town. The 
supreme court declined to uphold these 
contentions.

HUNGARY RATIFIES 
TREATY OF PEACE 
MADE WITH U.S. 


Budapest, December 13.—The nua- 
tional assembly tonight ratified the 
treaty of peace between the United 
States and Hungary. 

Count Albert Apponyi, chairman of 
the committee in charge of the peace 
agreement, in an address in the cham- 
ber after the ratification, said: 

“Though we are not yet acquainted 
with America’s future world policy, 
this separate treaty is proof of her 
disinterestedness and her sincere wish 
to help in the reconstruction of east- 
ern Europe. This single peace, which 
was not dictated, recognizes Hungry 
as an equal.” 


EXPECTED 
IN WASHINGTON. 

Washington, December 13.—( By 
the Associated Press.)—Ratification 
of the treaty between the United 
States and Hungary had been mo- 
mentarily expected here for some time.

Eastlake Defense 
Charges Murder 
ToAccused Nurse 


Montrogs, Va., December 13.—The 
defense in the case of Roger D. Hast- 
lake, on trial here for the murder of 
his wife at their home at Colonial 
Beach, Va., will undertake to ae 
that Miss Sarah ®. Knox, jointly 
dicted with Kastlake, was the sateal 
slayer of Mrs. Eastlake, W. W. sutz- 
ner, defense counsel, said today in 
his opening statement to the jury. 
Commonwealth Attorney Watt 
Mayo, in outlining the state’s case, 
declared that it would be shown that 
Mrs. Eastlake was murdered at 5:05 
o’clock on the morning of September 
30, last, and that Eastlake was in 
the house at the time. The jur 
was completed at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon from a panel of 20 veniremen, 

Several pleas to quash the indict- 
ment against the defendant were made 
by Mr. Butzner and his assistant 
counsel, 8. M. Chichester, of Freder- 
icksburg, for alleged irregularities in 
calling the venire, but they were over- 
ruled by Judge Joseph E. Chinn. In 
pleading “not guilty” Eastlake spoke 
in a Clear voice and was calm through- 
out the day. 

In outlining the state’s case to- 
day, Mr. Mayo said he would show 
that the dead woman not only was 
struckeat least 25 times by a sharp- 
edged instrument, but that a blunt 
instrument had penetrated the skull, 
and that he would @®how further that 
Miss Knox had brought a hatchet to 
Colonial Beach.

The Ideal Place For 


Washington, December 13.—Basic 
business and financial conditions 
throughout the country have improved 
greatly during the past year, but “nor- 
malcy” is yet to be attained, Governor 
Harding, of the federal reserve board, 
declared tonight in an address here 
before the Washington Chamber of 
Commerce, 

“It is my sober conviction,” he said, 
“that basic financial conditions in this 
country are very much better than 
they were twelve months ago. There 
are many surface indications which 
béar out this statement and those who 
know the general situation appreciate 
this fact. Business has passed through 
the primary stage, the acute period 
of reaction, but we have not yet reach- 
ed ‘normalcy’ for the readjustment 
bas not been unitorm and there is not 
yet established a natural and equitable 
basis for the exchange of goods for 
goods, or goods for services.” 

Farmers Vital Factor. 

“LUntit tue purchasig power of the 
farmer improves,’ be continued, “it 
will, Gf course, be idie to 100k for any 
rapid or substantial improvement in 
domestic trade. fF think, however, 
that the outuook for the carmen is 
more hopeful.” 

Other things to be taken "into ac- 
count in the readjustment process, 
Governor Harding declared, were the 
indications that manutacturing costs 
have not deciined in proportion to 
primary production costs and that the 
cost of distribution and of doing busi- 
ness are disproportionately high. Res- 
toration of norinal conditions in agri- 
culture, commerce and industry, he 
asserted, depends to a very great ex- 
tent upon the reduction of essential 
items of expense, as taxes, freight 
rates, rents and fuel, 

Arms Conference. 

Much depends upon the results of 
the armament conference, Governor 
Harding maintained, declaring that 
adoption of the American program 
would have “a profound effect upon 
the finances of the world.” Invest- 
ment in foreign securities, he added, 
would improve foreign exchange con- 
ditions, but before loans+ would be 
made in any large volume it would 
be necessary to inspire American in- 
vestors with confidence in the politi- 
cal and economic stability of Europe. 

“A successful outcome of the con- 
ference for the limitation of arma- 
ment,” he said, “should do much to 
inspire the confidence in the political 
stability of the world and when the 
governments of the various countries 
in Europe balance their budgets by 
limiting the amount of*their expendi- 
tures to the revenue veceived from 
taxation and other sources, and dis- 
continue the emission of new issues 
of uncovered paper money there 
should follow a restoration of confi- 
dence in the economic and financial 
condition of Europe.”

of such male citizens shall bear to the 
whole number of male citizens 21 years 
of age in such state.” 

Statement by Larsen. 

Judge Larsen today made the fol- 
lowing statement to The Constitu- 
tion: 

“Under the constitution we make 
a reapportionment of congressional ' 
representation among the states, fol- 
lowing each decennail census, on ba- | 
sis of population. The shifting of | 
population is such that some states 
grow faster than others. Without . 
increased membership of the house 
some would be given additional rep- 
resentation while others would be re- 
duced.

Good Roads Bring Market 
To Farmer’s Front Gate 


Editor Constitution: 
that for years you have epared 


neither yourself nor your paper 
when it was possible to do anything 
for the improvement of the public 
roads of this state, I wish to call 
your attention to a new blessing 
that good roads are bringing home 
to the people of Georgia, as it was 
demonstrated to me this fall. ; 

I usually raise from 50 to 100 
pigs and shoats during the year, 


and this year, with everyone try- 
ing to diversify in this section, 
where the boll weevil was at its 
worst, it seemed that the local sale 
of pigs would not be as brisk as 
formerly. But here is where the 
g00d roads saved the situation, for 
week after week trucks came into 
this section with hog buyers and I 
sold almost all my stock to buyers 
from outside counties, some coming 
from above Athens 'and even the 
mountain counties. 


Not only were these people pre- 
pared to buy the pigs right at the 


farm, but they were buying chick- 
ens, eggs and many other farm 
products and giving the farmer the 
thing that he most needs, especial- 
ly when he diversifies, and that is 
a market right at his front gate. 

It does not pay to stop a team 
to send a few eggs to town, but 
when this buying at the front gate 
gets more universal thousands of 
dollars’ worth of products will en- 
ter the channels of trade that are 
now not considered, or that are now 
overlooked. 


One young man in this county, 
taking advantage of our cold stor- 


age plant and the good roads of the 
county, this year built up an egg 
business, handling 12,000 dozen of 
egees, and next year he will handle 
24,000 dozen. The price of eggs to 
the farmer has been better and the 
public better served by his efforts. 

I am calling your attention” to 
this because I see it stated in the 
papers that some of the counties of 
the state, on account of hard times, 
are giving up their road working 
organizations and leasing their 
convicts to other counties. I feel 
that no greater blunder could be 
made and that nothing could De 
done that would more seriously af- 
fect the farmers. 

They had better agree to pee 
their courts for a year, but never 
stop the road work. 

The farmers, especially in middle 
Georgia (where in some counties 

e boll weevil has reduced in a 
ew years the cotton crop from 20,- 
-000 bales to less than 100) must 
diversify; nothing will help that 
diversification like the front gate 
market, and nothing help that 
market like good roads. 

Just one word for the main high- 
ways through our counties which 
we farmers are apt to look on with 
jealous eyes: They are of the most 
importance. The truck buyer from 
Athens will not mind a mile or two 
miles out to the farmer’s house if 
the 75 miles of distance road from 
this city to Athens is as smooth as 
a board. 

Keep up the road improvement, 
but especially the main highways. 
It*has paid in this (Baldwin) coun- 
ty; it has paid me, and it will pay 
every cages in every county in 
the sta J. L. SIBLEY.

To Beat Boll Weevil

wondering for some time if any cot- 
ton farmer ever thought of raising 
guineas to combat the ball weevil 
menace, but I noticed in a recent is- 
sue that a Mr. Hatcher, of Adrian, 
Ga., has used them to a great advan- 
tage. The writer has a flock of near- 


ly 100 at present; they are great 
rangers and great bug catchers. In 
the summer season they break up 
into small flocks and cover ‘a large 
range, it being not unusual to see 
them one-fourth of a mile or more 
from home. Any small farmer with 
his cotton patch near and a flock of 
guineas need not loose any sleep from 
Mr. Boll Weevil. Supplying feed over 
the field is not necessary as a supply 
of bugs is all the indueement that is 
required. They* are hardy, easy to 
raise ard require ‘less care than 
chickens.

CHECK IT. 

There are at present 43 well-known 
remedies on the market which will 
“positively break up a cold,” and these 
remedies are all infallible, though it 
takes longer to get over the “cold” 
when you abuse yourself with the 
remedies than it does when you neg- 
lect yourself in the ordinary way. A 
few of them are guaranteed—but not 
on the label—guaranteed in circulars 
and otherwise to cure your “cold” in 
a day or so. If you swallow enough 
of these guaranteed “cold” cures in a 
dose or a few doses they will certain- 
ly cure you of the “cold” and all other 
earthly troubles, for they are well 
laden with poison such as acetanilide, 
phenacetin, acetyl-salicylic acid (“as- 
pirin’), acetphenetidin, antipyrin and 
other coalfar derivatives which blunt 
the sense of pain or discomfort or 
fatigue but at the same time weaken 
the heart and break down blood cor- 
puscles and interfere, sometimes fa- 
tally, with the oxygenation of the 
body. I’d rather entertain anything 
without 
treatment than offend my system with 
such “cures.” I don’t see how any 
plain business man can have thé cheek, 
nowadays, to tell the simple layman 
that any medicine or combination of 
medicines will “cure a cold in twenty- 
four hours” or at all. It must be that 
the vender still considers the simple 
layman very simple inde 

There ‘are at least twenty distinct 
communicable diseases which mas- 
querade at first or in some cases 
throughout the illness as “colds.” I'll 
name the more familiar ones: Coryza 
(accent on the eyes, though the germs 
are mostly in the nose), influenza, 
diphtheria, measles, whooping cough, 
infantile paralysis, epidemic menin- 
gitis, pneumonia, tuberculosis. You 
never can tell what an :epee- -face 
sneezer is handing you. 

What is the best way tekéheck or 
treat such an illness in ‘the early 
stage? 

1. Go to bed. Rest is cheaper than 
medicine, 

2. Let no one venture within the 
five-foot deadline, unless properly 
masked with at least seven thicknesses 
of surgeon’s gauze over nose and 
mouth. 

3. Take half a bottle of solution of 
citrate of magnesium (about a glass- 
+ full); take the other half bottle two 
hours later. 

4. No food for from 12 to 24 hours. 

). All the water or lemonade you 
can drink, hot or cold. 

6. If there is soreness in the chest, 
a mustard paste should be applied, 
watched and removed in ten to thirty 
minutes if the skin reddens under it. 

. A hot mustard foot bath in bed. 
This is the most effective remedy I 
know of, but it requires the care of 
someone ‘with nursing ability. It pays 
to call in a nurse to administer this, 
if no one in the household is compe- 
tent as a@ practical nurse. 

S. Breathe nothing but cold air if 
eold air is available. 

9. If the throat feels sore, apply 
cloths wrung out of cold tap water, 
and cover with flannel or ojfled silk 
- waxed paper, changing every half

Athens Chickens 
Musi Arise Earlier 
To Catch Worms 


Athens, Ga., December 13.—Chick- 
ens on the poultry farm at the State 
College of Agriculture will not be al- 
lowed to sleep late in the mornings 
any more. ‘This news—tragic for the 
poor chickens—was made known this 
morning by J. H. Woods, director of 
the poultry department ut tke institu- 
tio1: 

Chickens hereafter will have to get 
up at 3:45 o’clock in the morning, 
according to the latest decree, and in 
order that there may be no sleepy 
heads trying to evade the edicts of the 
law, a novel device has been installed 
in the hen houses, which will insure 
prompt action every morning in the 
year. 

It is said that chickens, and espe- 
cially hens, cannot sleep in the light, 
so the houses, five of them in num- 
ber, have been fitted with high-power 
electric lights. At 3:45 o'clock an | 
alarm clock in the manager’s office | 
rings, and as it does, it turns a switch | @ 
that lights up all five of the hen | 
houses, even lighter .than daylight it- 
self. Of course, under such conditions 
as these the poor chickens can’t sleep 
any longer so they get up, and after 
carefully arranging their toilet are out | y 
about their work.

IN SPORTS WORLD. 
The peculiar nature of a sporting 


ye made instantly on any phase of 
‘he game. There is no time to cail 
n any supreme court for final judg- 
nent. The contest must go on. 


In boxing, baseball, football, basket- 
yall and in the scores of other pas-' 


times, the duty of making these de- 
cisions is turned over to a man who 
usually has had wide experience in 
that particular sport. His is the final 
am from which there is no ap- 
peal. 

The true sportsman accepts the 
referee's decision. Lack of sportsman- 
ship can no quicker be displayed than 
in the refusal of an athlete to abide 
by it. Fortunately the cases in which 
resentment is shown are rare. They 
should not even exist. 

Last Saturday night in Macon a 
basketball player was put out of a 
game by the referee. Some hours 
later the referee showed up at a hos- 
pital with a badly lacerated head, 
declaring that the player in question 
had assaulted him some hours after 
the game. 

This sort of stuff must stop if 
decent people continue to patronize 
sports. The people certainly are not 
going to attend affairs in which bursts 
of temper, etc., are so apparent and 
the truest supporters of athletic pas- 
times cannot blame them. 

The following is a portion of an 
editorial appearing in  yesterday’s 
Macon Daily Telegraph : 

“If conditions are such in Ma- 
con that one of the best of 
_referees cannot come to this city 
and judge an athletic contest with- 
out being assaulted because of 
his decisions, if reports be true, 
then the time has come when 
city council should either decline 
to issue further permits for games 
in the Auditorium or enact reg- 
ulations that will compel the 
existence of a better spirit in 
these athletics. If it has come to . 
pass that the tendency of these 
games is to tear down character 
rather than build it up, then they 
no longer serve their purpose and 
can expect no consideration at 
the hands of the people of Macon. 
The Auditorium is the property 
of the taxpayers, and the tax- 
payers ‘are not in favor of any 
spirit that is not fully law- 
abiding. 

“In athletics, the law is the 
referee, His decisions are those 
of the court. Others may differ, 
but athletics has nog yet recog- 
nized the jury system—there is 
only one judge. T6 go against 

4 the decisions of the referee is no 
less than going against the law, 
and that is anarchy pure and sim- 
ple. Either anarchy or the law 
succeeds, The question in Macon 
athletics today is, shall anarchy 
or the law succeed? This has 
no reference to any one person, 
but to every person that refuses 
to accept and abide by a referee's 
deeision, and to the state of mind 
that causes matters to be brought 
to the point of open anarchy in 
athletics.”
